“Investigation demonstrated that 
the aepyornis lives. Have started on 
the hunt. KRAUSE.” 

That cablegram from Madagascar 
which has just reached the Museum of 
Natural History here, has astonished 
the whole of the scientific world. It 
means that one of the world’s rec- 
ognized scientists has been convinced 
that the giant roc—the monster of the 
sky which is described in the “Arabian 
Nights” as carrying off men—is a liv- 
j reality instead of a myth. 

Berlin University, wpon the re- 
ceipt of the assurance of its foremost 
scientist, . Krause, that there is 
every probability that the roc still 
lives, has cabled him to organize an 
expedition at once to capture a living 
bird, which, if it is done, will give the 
German inatitution the most valuable 
specimen in the world. . Krause 
has been authorised to spend $100,000 
in the quest. A fresh roc egg has been 
found. It was floating down a quiet 
stream toward the southwest coast, 
borne wupen the bosom of the current 
that had t brought it from the wild and 
almost unexplored inter‘or of the great 
island off the East African coast. . 

The great egg was twelve inches tn 
diameter and twenty inches long. /t 
weighed twenty-seven pounds. The 
white men were Germans. They ca- 
bled at once to Berlin, and back the 
next day came the order for Prof. 
Krause to take command and te work 
his way up the river at any price to 
find the live bird that had laid the eggs.
